ROOSEVELT'S SQUARE DEAL 
ALL TRUSTS COULD ASK 


In President’s Vehement Attempt 
To Answer J@ige  Parker’s 
Charges Not One Vital Charge 
Was tn Denied, Despite 
Strenuous Words. 


New York, November 6.—There was no 
extrame activity about political head- 
quarters today, but the managers were 
alert and watching the close of the cam- 
paign with great interest. 

The democratic national committee is- 
sued a statement claiming with confi- 
cence the elect@n of Judge Parker, and 
also making assertions about the cam- 
paign fund of the republican party. Chair- 
man Cortelyou, although shown a copy 
of the statement, would make no com- 
ment further than to repeat the claim 
made last night that Mr. Roogevel would 
have 314 votes in the electoral college 
The democrats claim 270 votes. 


About the hatels, where politicians us- | 


ually gather and where great intercgt ig 
shown on the eve of an election, there 
was the same quiet that has marked the 
progress of the canvass, 

Few Big Wagers Placed. 

A few groups in cafes discussed the 
Bituation and expressed opinions on the 
result, but there was no excitement, nor 
offers to wager any large sums, which 
has been a feature of previous elections. 

Both committees received reports dur- 
ing the day from NMeutenants in the field, 
and both claimed that the reports bore 
out their predicions of success and caused 
their respective partisans to declare with 
increased confidence their belief in the 
election of the candidate they supported. 

Judge Parker, who closed his tour at 
epeeches at Brooklyn last evening, re- 
mained in New York until 6 o’clock, 
when he left for Esopus. During the eve 
ning he was in consultation with the 


democratic managers here concerning the | 


situation and developments of the day. 

No special plane have been made by 
either committee for tomorrow, but they 
will be in close communication with party 
managers in the debatable states and 
the last final suggestions for Tuesday's 
work will be made. 

National Committee’s Address. 

The democratic national committee to- 
éay gave out for publication a forma! 
and final statement. It is addressed to 
“Democratic and Independent Voters, ’ 
and reads as follows: 

This. committee has conducted a na- 
tlonal canvase in a manner it believes, 
befitting the dignity and integrity of the 
American people. It has advanced no 
imaginative claims respecting results, 
and has not accepted for use in the cam- 
paizgn a single dollar from the tariff- 
heed trusts. whose exactions have so 
greatly increased the cost of every neces: 
anry of life and which are now contrib- 
-uting from thelr gains great sume of 
money to perpetuate republican rule 

The democratic candifate, if elected, 
will he absolutely free from obligation, 
Airect or implied, to any person or group 
of persons other than the whole people 
who shall have entrusted to him the 
maintenance of the welfare of the fe- 
piblica.

Republican Troubles. 
No newspaper can be a republican 
organ and maintain consistency in 
its political arguments.

Here, to illustrate, is that eminent 
organ, The New York Tribune, which 
declares: 


The goki standard is no more irrevo- 
cably established than it wag in the 
panic of 1893 or the campaign of 1896. 
The gold dollar has been the unit of 
value ever since !873. While the act 
of March 14, 1900, declares that all 
forms of United States money shall be 
maintafned at a parity with gold, there 
is nothing to prevent a democratic con- 
gress from repeating that law, and there 
is no provision by which a democratic 
secretary of the treasury could be com- 
pelled to redeem silver dollars with gold. 


And yet the republican platform 
declares that the republican party. 
which has been in continuous con- 
trol of all branches of the govern- 
ment since March, 1897, has enacted 
legislation by which the “stability 
of our currency upon a gold basis has 
been assured.”

In 
that campaign, he predicted the elec- 
tion of Grover Cleveland to the gov 
ernorship of New York, his figures be 
ing approximately those of the elec- 
tion which followed; and it igs 
claimed for him that in every election 
since he has predicted the result with 
mathematical accuracy. It will be re 
called in the last mayoralty cam- 
paign when The Herald and other 
newspapers were figuring a Low vic- 
tory, The Wagle predicted that Mce- 
Clellan would win and, further, thaz 
he would carry Brooklyn, which even 
the democratic Managers considered 
impossible. Yet it came out just as 
Mr. Hudson had predicted, 
| It is said that nobody knows ex- 
actly the methods by which Mr. Hud. 
son arrives at his decisions. His latest 
prediction is based on a postal card 
poll of about 80,000 citizens of Man- 
jhattan and Brooklyn. Taking these 
returns, Mr. Hudson went into retire. 
ment somewhere outside the city, de- 
voting several days toa study of 


them and to computations based on

The net price re- 
ceived by the Américan manuacturer for 
these billets sold in England, in all prob- 
ability hardly covers the cost of manu- 
facture, yet he is enabled to dispose of 
a surplus product without loss, and at 
the same time is reducing the average 
cost of his entire production. That the 
American manufacturer is entitled to a 
fair profit on his product goes without 
question. Whether the profit he is ex- 
acting from the American consumer at 
the present time, which can be fairly 
estimated at $8 per ton, or the difference 
in price between that netted on the 
product sold in England and at home, is 
too much, is the important question. If 
so, it is due to an artificial price that is 
being maintained through the formation 
of the United States Steel Corporation 
}cooperating with other producers of steel 
billets for this purpose. 

The time hag been in this country 
when internal competition usually kept 
profits within a feasonable bound. This 
, time will likely come again, as high 
'prices have been invariably followed by 
lower prices through active and abund- 
ant competition. If conditions, however, 
are so changed in this respect through 
the formation of powerfu] and permanent 
trusts, if the American consumer is to be

face this new state of affairs. 

Our esteemed republican contem- 
porary has unwittingly stumbled upon 
a great tariff truth. This talk of dis- 
posing of the surplus output abroad 
at a joss will do to tell to the marines. 
The foreign sales are simply made at 
a figure forced by foreign competition, 


reduced price yields a legitimate prof- 
it to the American manufacturers. 
Therefore, the excessive price paid by 
the American consumer really repre- 
sents less than the trust profit. It 
rather represents the clean stéalage 
as the result of tariff protection. 

The trusts will be “powerful and 
permanent” so long as the republican 
party remains in power, and under a 
continuance of present conditions 
there will be no competition, domes- 
tic or foreign, in trust made manufac- 
tures. It is a sure-thing game in which 
the purchasing public and the consum- 
er are bound to be victims until a halt 
is called by tariff revision.

interests in many ways, we thought it 
no disrespect and no discourtesy to «if- 
fer with them on the advisability of giv- 
ing the city authorities unlimited power 
to impose license taxes, especialy in 
view of the fact that the mayor and 
several members of council] expressed 
doubt as to the wisdom of such a course, 
and two of them said this to the legisla- 
tive committee, 

Last Thursday our committee asked 
| the enforce:nent of section three of the 
| tax ordinance, which requires merchants 
| coming into the city after July | to pay 
tax pro rata for the time they are here. 
This is fair to all concerned, and as 
some of our members felt that their bus- 
inesgs might be affected by itinerant deal- 
ers opening stores temporarily, without 
bearing the burdens put upon establish- 
ed houses, we were anxious to have the 
ordinance enforced. 

The chairman of the tax committee in- 
formed ws that the ordinance could not 
be enforced and such cases could only 
be reached through jicense taxation, The 
fact was then recalled that the chamber 
of commerce Opposed the charter amend- 
ment giving council unlimited power to 
impose license taxes. 

In this we see nothing inconsistent or 
unwise. The power to impose license 
taxes is very ‘broad, and if ‘unrestricted, 


With which present inequalities are small. 
‘We are sure the chamber of commerce 
would not thhaye opposed a reasonable 
increase of council's power, and Presi- 
dent Maddox saii to the legislative com- 
e that he did not oppose such an 
extension; but that was not the issue 
that confronted us. We had to deal 
with a proposition for unlimited power. 
The legislature itself is limited in some 
forms of taxation, and when we make 
a charter amendment, which is not for 
one year or one council, some restriction 
geeems entirely reasonable. 

This was the view ‘taken by our mem- 
berg after careful consideration at the 
July meeting. In order that we might 
be well advised, the members of council 
were invited to attend and take part in 
the different ‘discussion. Four of them 
did so, and they differed widely on the 
subject. ‘With this difference in official 
circles, the misgivings of our members 
became convictions and they instructed 
the directors to oppose the amendment. 
In doing so they thought and still think 
they made no mistake.

i BEAUTIFUL new court house, ele- 
gant and modern in achitecture and 
equipment, was dedicated at Louis- 

ville, Ga., on last Tuesday night. 

The new structure stands upon a spot 
of unusual interest to Georgians, a spot 
where stirring scenes were enacted in 
the early days of American independence. 
A part of the walls of this court house 
rest exactly on the lines where the walls 
Georgia’s first cApitol bullding were 
erected, more than a century ago. 

It was just 100 years ago that the cap- 
ital of this state was changed from Lou- 
isville t6 Milledgeville, the former city 
having been the seat of Georgia's gov- 
ernment for a space of about ten years 
_ between 17984 and 1804. It was the third 
icity, chronologically, to have the Aonor 
of being the capital, and during the de- 
cade of its greatness at least one political 
drama that will never pass from Georgia 
memories was enacted in and on the 
lawn of the old capitol building. That 
drama was the enactment of ‘“‘the Yazoo 
fraud,”’ and the subsequent burning of 


morable transaction. 

For these reasons the dedication of the 
new court house was of more than pass- 
ling interest. It was the clasping hands, 
as it were, by widely Separated two 
epochs in the life of this commonwealth.

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The beautJ[ful new building, with its 
graceful facade of brick and stone, its 
polished marbles, its finishings of fine 
woods displaying al) the art of the cab- 
inet maker, its flashing electric lights, Its 
typical of the golden twentieth century. 

The crumbling brick and brittle timbers 
that still lie on the old “square’’ are 
relics of the crude but grand days when 
Georgia was in infancy, and within the 
borders of the state, from the sea across 


to the waters of the Migsissippi, there 
i'were not as many people as now dwell- 
ing in the city of Atlanta alone. 

The old days possess a rare charm and 
the days wf the glorywus present are 
gratifying. Inquiry into the reasons for 
establishing Georgia’s capital at Louis- 
ville throws light on peculiar conditions 
of a century ago. 

When the declaration of independence 
was signed, and the thirteen American 
colonies boldly cast off allegiance to 
Great Britain the colony of Georgia, 
which extended from ‘Tennessee (then 
Virginia) to the sea on the south, and 
from the Carolinas to the Mississippi 
on the west, was sparsely settled. 

Savannah Was Metropolis, 

The city of Savannah was the metro- 
olis of the newly fledged state. It was 
‘the gateway of communication with the 
‘world. No railroads were in existence, 
land, stretching away fer thousands of 
'miles into the interior, were trackless for- 
ests. But tall masted ships came and 
went in the Savannah harbor with car- 
goes of goods brought from the old world 
to the new, or taken from the new world 
back to the old. It was a busy, important 
seaport, even in this remote period. 

Consequently the vicinity of Savannah 
was the mostly thickly peopled section of 
all Georgia. It was more than that. It 
was the seat of whatever of wealth and 
culture was in the new born state. Court- 
ly cavaliers dwelt there. They were men 
of learning and wealth, who, themselves 
or whose fathers had been attracted to 
America by dreams of wealth or thé 
charm of novelty. The great forests 
beckoned to them in dreams from. across 
the broad Atlantic, promising either 
wealth or a life of delightful freedom— 
and they came in response to the beck- 
oning. 

But all the men who imigrated to Geor- 
gia were not of this courtly cavalier type, 
that centered at Savannah. As one year 
succeeded another sturdy fellows bearing 
axes and guns penetrated into the for- 
‘ests depths back in the state. They 
cleared away the tall trees and planted 
cotton and corn—cotton, for El Whit- 
ney, who lived near Savannah, invented 
the cotton gin not a great many yeaTs 
after American independence was achiev- 
ed, and that invention, as is well known, 
gave a sudden and vast Jmpetus to the 
culture of the fleecy staple. 

HWemoval to Louisville. 

As time went by these pioneers, in- 
creasing in number and ceasing to be 
pioneers by metamorphosis into plant- 
ers, demanded more and more Trecogni- 
tion. The first concession granted them 
Was the removal of the capital from 
Savannah to Augusta. The second came 
when the capital was moved to Louis- 
ville, about 1794, Louisville being still 
further back in the interior. 

Georgia was growing and developing, 
but slowly. There were no railroads 
in the United States until 18380, and 
development without railroads is a slow 
process. The war of the revolution 
had proven onerous to the state. She

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Her troops were unpaid. 
The treasury was lean and contained 
very little colin of the realm. In fact, 
the wolf, who roamed the vast foresis, 
was also in close proximity to the door 
of the state’s treasury.

‘cers began to cast about for some means 
of raising funds and tiding the state 
over its money difficulties. 

Now at that time Georgia owned all 
the territory west to the Mississippi 
river and in the wide ‘expanse was an 
immense tract of about 15,000,000 acres 
called by the name of the Indian tribe 
that once possessed it—the Yazoo tract. 
This was a magnificent piece of coun- 
try. 

Its resources caughitt the attention of 
business men all over the southern ter- 
ritory. There were a number of Yazoo 
companies formed in Virginia, South 
Carolina and Georgia. The lands were 
sold to one of these companies before 
the capital was moved to Louisville. 
The purchase price was to have been 


was in debt. 


$200,000. 
purchase failed to raise this money and 
the legislature annulled the sale. 

Then the capital was moved to Louis- 
ville and considerable lobbying— 
for tradition has it that lobbyists were 
busy folks even in that early day—went 
on briskly when the legislature conven- 
ed at Louisville. The bickerings and 
discussions finally ended in the sale of 
the lands to another company for about 
$700,000. The legislature was composed 
6f many of the most prominent men 
of the state, and the make-up of the 
Yazoo Company was also of the same 
character. But it was whispered abroad 
through the stato that nearly every leg- 
islator was likewise a stockkholder in 
the Yazoo Company—even that some 
had been given stock in exchange for 
votes for the bill which transferred the 
lands to the company. But this charge 
seems to have been unfounded as the 
legislators who held stock had paid for 
it bona fide, according to the best en- 
lightened historians of Georgia. 


An Unpopular Sale. 

At any rate, the sale was intensely un- 
popular. The wrath of the people spread 
like wild fire. All kinds of rumors and 
charges filled the air. The transaction 
was termed “the fraud.’ Echoes of the 
matter reacheg Washington, D. C., and 
stirred the national capital. It 
one Of the greatest scandals that ever 
crept into the politics of a state. 

General James Jackson at that time 
represented Georgia as a senator in 
congress. He was a brilliant man of an 
ardent temperament. When he became 
imbued with the idea that he should 
ao anything, he generally did it anda 
whoever opposed him mex with a whirl- 
wind. He was one of the strongest, 
mos: brilliant figures of those strenuous 
times. : 

‘There are living in Atihanta today 
meribers of his descendants, who rank 
among the very foremost people of this 
community. This is a brief account of 
what theic ancesto; did when the Ya- 
700 iands transaction was discussed in 
the halls of congress at Washineton: 

The first thing he did was to resign his 
office as a senator and return to his own 
State, with the avowed intention of run- 
ning for the state senate from Chatham 
county,’ solely for the purpose of defeat- 
ing the Yazoo land bill. He made his 
campaign and was elected, 
senate he fought the bill, but popular 
feeling was so strong that little fizht- 
ing ‘was necessary. The bill went down 
in defeat. 

Then the legislature adopted a resolu- 
ition providing that every mention of the

Hundreds Turned Away at 
Aflermoon Sewvice, 


Last Sermon by Noted Evangelist 
Was a Powerful Appeal for 
Christianity — Audience 
Under Spell of Speak- 


er’s Magnetism. 


Hundreds were again turned away from 
the meeting of men only, which was 


addressed by Rev. W. E. Biederwolf at 
the Grand opera house yesterday after- 
noon. This makes the fourth consecu- 
tive meeting for men only held at the 
Grand under the auspices of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association. 

Striking in physique and with a mag- 
netic personality, it did not take Mr. 
Biederwolf long to gain the closest atten- 
tion of his hearers. He gripped the audi- 
ence and before he was half through 
strong men all over the building were 
weeping under the conviction which had 
come with the words of the man. 

For three-quarters of an hour Dr. Bled- 
erwolf held the rapt attention of every 
man in the building. He said in sub- 
stance: 

***God’s gentleman’ is a man _ after 
God’s own Ideal. It is a great thing to 
be the right kind of a man. Every man 
should wear a crown on his head, a 
crown of righteousness. But many a 
man is so unworthy the angel is afraid 
to put it on. And yet I would have you 
remember that whatever a man do, how- 
ever deep he may plunge into sin, that 
he is still In a very vital sense yet a 
man. 

“If you would claim the respect of your 
fellow man, let me ask the question: 
‘What kind of a man are you” It is God 
who can ask the question, ‘What kind 
of a man have you been? You may 
deceive me as to the kind of man you 
are now, but God knows full well not 
only what you are now, but also what 
you have been. 

“There are a great many of you of 
whom it might be said, as Portia said 
of the French lord: ‘God made him, there- 
fore let him pass for a man.’ Some of 
you are the fellows who wear a high 


smoking a contemptible cigarette and by 
pushing a billiard ball over a poo) table 
that you are a man. You’re not a 
man; you are only a cipher with the rim 
‘left off. 

“There is the fellow who wraps his self- 
righteous robes about him and endeavore 
to pass for a man, thinking that his self- 
righteousness will suffice to pay for his 
board bill.

Burr and Byron were both in- 
tellectually brilliant, but were debased 
in nature. God’s image is on the true 
man, and that means that soul develop- 
ment its also necessary. 

“This is my definition of what a man 
is: Man is that individual who recog- 


‘nizes that he is God’s handiwork and 


then tries to honor Him in every -part 
of his being. He must have that quality 
of soul which gives a personal knowledge 
of God through Jesus.’”’

Mukden, November 6.—Quiet continues 
here. The Japanese are still working 
hard entrenching their front, which be- 
gins to look like a continuous fort.

The 
oming of specialists, trained men in 
he particular Yie!d of revival evangelism, 
ay suggest a reliance upon such occa- 
lonal visitations for the activity of our 
urches in evangelistic effort. This will 
not only be a great mistake, but a great 
jury to the cause of Christ. We must 
ave a better understanding of evan- 
plism than this. Let us understand its 
tal relation to all Christian progress, 
nd to every Christian life. Let us get 
t the bottom of this thing. Let us seek 
broader view of evangelism than can 
be afforded from the standpoint of a pe- 
odic campaign.

The vision that John saw 
mn Patmos of an angel flying in the 
nidst of heaven, having the everlasting 
ospel, was a vision of the glorious evan- 
el. The gospel as the “good news’’ is 
itself one thing: it is the evangel, 
rhere it Is borne forth by God’s Mes- 
enger. So, our definition of evangelism 
this: The word of salvation related to 
en in its propagation. 
Now, when we come to see how it is re- 
ated, and seek for a practical under- 
anding of the problem of evangelism in 
ur own time, we are brought directly to 
she very first reinciples of Christianity.

“ The Divine Evangelism. 
In their earnest efforts to provide an 
fective modus operandi for modern 
vangelism, it has not always occurred to 
hristian leaders that this enterprise of 
ving men is not original with us.

Evangeliatic success ig assured in 
cvery church that can depend upon its 
average members to desire ft and work 
for it. It is the recorg of experince 
that evangelistic failure is ‘!mpossibls 
even with a handful of earnest, praying 
workers to rally arcund tho gospel, and 
more than a success is assured—a tri- 
umph is certain, when a whole church is 
in the pas3ion for souls. 

Under present conditions evangelism is 
waiting upon the churches to accept Its 
law. Our greatest eorangelists on the 
cnd cf their experience havo invariably 
come to the conviction that the supreme 
need of the hour is the spiritual awak- 
ening of the church. The gospel was 
comméated to the churches and it is 
not going without them. I once saw a 
Water tank fed by a hydraulic 
1am from a lake, and on the outside of 
the tank running its entire helght was 
a& scale of registration with an indica- 
tor to tell on the outside the amount 
of the water inside. The indicator 
moved up or down the graduated scale 
ag the water moved up or down within 
the tank. The outward evidences of 
evangelistic success correspond alwuys 
to the tide of zeal inside the church, 
The lake is full, but we are not. Many 
an earnest pastor somewhat in disgust 
and wholly in despair, has thrown all 
dependence upon hig church aside and in 
sheer desperation of desire to evangelize 
and save the sinners of hig congregation, 
has detached himself from the body to 
g0, a lone figure on the fighting line, 
far out ahead of hig people in a per- 
“onal hand to hand Struggle with un- 
belief. That is very brave, but it is 
very vain. Have you thought why it 
was that Peter at Pentecost achieved 
such success and Paul at Athens 80 
iittie results? It wag not that the two 
men differed in power to the disadvan- 
tage of Paul, but it was the law of 
evangelism at work. Peter was backed 
up by a praying, working church—Pau) 
stood alone in Athens. 


The Whole Man. 

Again, from our point of view we have 
the broader view that evangelism requires 
not only all Christians, but all there is 
of them. If in conversion God allows 
no fractional psychology—no half conver- 
sion—in evagelism He honors no partial 
devotion, No man is large enough to 
accommodate Christ successfully in

Of the Jews five times I received 
thirty-nine stripes. Three times I was 
beaten with rods, once I was stoned, three 
times shipwrecked, a whole day and night 
T have been in the water. In journeyings 
often, in perils of water, in perils of rob- 
bers, in perils at the hands of my own 
countrymen, in perils by the heathen, in 
perlis In the city, in the wilderness, tm 
the sea and among false brethren, in 
weariness and pain, in vigils, in hunger 
and thirst and fastings often, in cold and 
nakedness.”’ 

This is strenuoms enough, I am sure, 
and when we remember that this was 
packed into a few years of soul-winning 
we have some conception of what the 
evangelistic mood of Christianity needs 
to be in our churches if we would im- 
press the nation and.the world with our 
determination to evangelize our genera- 
tion.

ing Christ.” The text was from Ro- 
mans 10:10: “For with the heart man 
believeth unto righteousness and» with 
the mouth: confession is made uyto sal- 
vation.” 

Dr. Jenkins said that there are two 
classes who need Christ: Those who 
are living sinful lives without: thought or 
eare, who are without belief in Christ 
and with no desire for righteousness, and 
those who are vainly @tempting to gain 
salvation through morsl rectitude and ex- 
pecting their good works to justify them 
without accenting and confessing the 
grace of God offered through Christ. 

He said that it is often difficult to per- 
suade people of the importance, the ab- 
solute necessity, of confessing Christ be- 
fore men, because it appears to them 
such a simple matter, seemingly of so 
little moment. Many there are who. in 
their hearts believe that Christ came Into 
the world, lived and died to bring sal- 
vation to men, that He is living and of- 
fering to. save all who will accept His 
mercy, yet believing all this they hesitate 
to come out bodly on His side and con- 
fess to the world their beliefs. Yet 
Christ himself said: “If any man con- 
fess Me before men, him will I confess 
before My Father; but if any man deny 
Me before men, him also will — deny be- 
fore My Father.”’ 

The speaker said that the mere con- 
fession of belief. in Christ is not all the 
duty ¢hat devolves upon the Christian; 
that there must be evidence of a tom- 
plete change of heart and earnest endeav- 
or to follow the teachings of Christianity 
and live as becomes the true’ believer. 
Little confidence is to be put tin the 
confession of faith, public though it be, 
that stops short of actual identification 
with Christian work. The _ confession 
should be followed by membership in a 
chureh and active participation in its 
work. 

Reference was made to the great fre- 
vival now in progress in this city, and 
the earnest hope was expressed that all 
who were without the joy of salvation 
might confess Christ and come out bodly 
on His side before the day was ended.

At the approach of frost in the au- 
tumn, the adult weevils seek suitable 
quarters in which to pass the winter. 
For the most part rubbish about tne 
cctton fields, leaves in timber lands, 
grass, partially opened bolls, etc., are 
selected.

| It may be one year, or it may be twen- 
ty, before the boil weevil apears in Geor- 
‘gia. but if any measures can be taken 
now by which the ravages of this insect 
oan be lessened when it does appear.

mated. Such precautions He Within tne 
reach of the Georgia farmers. While 
}without doubt, many birds feed to & 
; greater or less extent upon boll weevile, 
ithere are two species at least that are 
| of incalculable value in this respect. 
‘These are the common partridge or Bob- 
white and the field lark. The partridge 
or quail is a feeder upon both vegetable 
and animal matter. While weed seeds 
and grains make up the bulk of ite food 
in winter, during the summer its food 
consists muinly of insects. 

The benefits derived from these birds— 
so far as the boll weevil problem tis con- 
/cerned—wil] depend entirely upon thelr 
‘abundance, and if they are pientiful 
| when the boll weevil reaches Georgia 
the ravages of the latter wil! De lessen- 
ed considerably. Natural enemies of the 
,boll weevil are scarce, and when an op- 
}portunity thus presents itself for allow- 
‘ing two of the weevil’s natura] enemies 
to increase before the weevil arrives, it 
should not be neglected. We do not hes- 
itate to say that the killing of part- 
ridges and field larks in Georgia should 
De absolutely prohibited by legislative 
action at once, and that competent game 
wardens should be provided to see thut 
such a law js strictly complied with. We 
are wel! aware that such a proposed 
‘action upon the part of the legislature 
would be vigorously opposed by sports- 
imen and perhaps by some farmefs, but 
'should the interests of the cotton indus- 
itry be jeopardized in order to furnish 
| pleasure and recreation for a select féw? 
|The farmer, even under the existing law, 
|can prevent the killing of birds upon his 
| premises. The question is, will the farm- 
be open his eyes to his own interests and 
proceed to prevent the destruction of 
| quails and fleld larks upon his planta- 
| tion in order that they may increase to 
; the polnt of abundance where they will 
'render him most valuable service?

VARIETIES OF COTTON AND FER- 
TILIZING. 

O. P. F., Oswichee, Ala.—I noticed in 
The Constitution a copy of your report 
on cotton seed, and if I remember arigodt, 
King’s Improved (or reimproved) ranked 
first. Will be glad to know a reliable 
party from whom this variety can be 
had. Can you give me the address of 
a dealer in nitrate of soda? 

Answer—I have not made any report 
on cotton varieties in nearly a year. 
The last Bulletin containing a report of 
varieties tested is No, 63, a copy of 
which I send vou. King’s Impreved has 
' not stood at the top of the list in some 
years, having given place to other more 
productive varieties. Greer’s Improved 
is a selection and improvement .on King’s 
Improved, and has {invariably stood 
| higher in productiveness when both 
strains competeq with each other in the 

Same test. You will find the name and 
address of the grower of Greer’s Im- 
proved in the bulletin referred to. Early 

varieties of cotton as a rule are in tne 
' rear this year, as they are generally in 
| middle and lower Georgia and corre- 
sponding regions in Alabama. This 
year Greer’s Improved is considerably 
ahead of Kifig's, and both are much be- 
— at least half a dozen other varie- 
| tles. ,

Don't know 
‘whether he !s water foundered or corn 
foundered: may be both. 
| 2. I also have a horse that got his 
ankle sprained py pulling or by an awk- 
ward step. When he jis rested up a day 
\or two he seems tobe all right. But if 
| driven fast or pulled hard starts to limp- 
(ing again. Any treatment that will do 
}g00d will be thankfully received. 
Answer—!. You do not give anv de- 
scription of the symptoms and can only 
infer that the horae ts foundered from 
the treatment to which he was subjected 
jand your own suggestion. There is no 
‘difference between ‘“‘water fdunder’’ and 
“corn founder,’’ excepting in the 
‘mediate cause, the disease being an in- 
,fiammation of the feet. Nor do you state 
how long he has been in a foundered 
condition; hence I know not whether it 
‘is an acute case or has bmome chronic. 


‘At the beginning of an attack of founder | 


'proceed as follows: Remove the shoes 
land clean out the feet. Then get a bag 
‘for each affected foot large enough to 
‘easily slip over the foot and long enough 
'to reach above the fetlock. Make up a 
pail of bran with hot water into a mash,

/bag and put it on the foot, fill up with 
,the mash as high as the ankle joint and 
itie it above the jolat and also around 
‘below the ankle fo keep it in plgce.

Continue this treatment un- 
til al] the soreness has passed off, From 
ithe commencement of the attack give one 
ounce of saltpeter in his drinking water, 
‘Or in a bran mash, three times a day. If 
‘considerable general fever is in 
dence give 20 to 30 drops of tincture of 
;Aaconite in a Httle water every two hours 
‘until the pulse is reduced In strength and 
|frequency. Encourage the @nima] to le 
down aS muck as possible by providing. 
'a clean, soft bedding. If the case has 
passed into the chronic stage you will 
iprobably never be able to entirely restore 
‘the previous healthy condition of the feet, 
;but it may be much relleved by the fre- 
!quent applications of poultices as above 
‘described and rubbing on around the 
jcoronet a little of an ointment 
'drams of cantharides and |! ounce of lard 
every week or two and keeping it up for 
lseveral months. A horse with chronic 
founder should be kept off the road and 
‘on the farm.

The use of a fotlon (when sore) of half

TEAT FISTULA. 

, R, J. Edmonds, Cades, La—I have a 
fine milch cow that cut her teat ou care

(from all the while, which is quite a 
|waste as she gives a quantity of milk. 
Please advise if it can be sewed now 
end how to begin same, or best to walt 
till she goes dry, I am an old subscrinpe. 
to your valuable paper and could not do 
| without it. 

| Answer—It is a pity that you did not 
\Cause the wound to heal up properly, so 
as to leave no side opening (fistula) in 
the teat. . Nothing can be done now un- 
less you can succeed in preventing the 
loss of the milk from that teat by tying 
the teat above the hole with a soft, 
rather large cord, or slip over the teat 
to the proper place a rubber band such 
as you can get at a book store. You 
may have to cut the band smaller or 
you may wrap it around the teat several 
times. 

When the cow goes dry a skillful oper- 
| ator m@y succeed in closing the opening 
;by scarifying two opposite sides and 
ithen closing together with one or two 
jetitches. I doubt if you will be able to 
‘do it, but a veterinary surgeon should 
probably be able to accomplish it. 


ANTHRAX OF DOGS. 

S. J., Berzelia, Ga.—What ails my 
‘hound dogs? They are in good condition 
and have been all the time, and have 
been as hearty as I ever saw until about 
\two weeks ago. First their appetite fail-

BERMUDA GRASS CULTURE. 


| Professor Andrew M. Soule answers an | 


inquiry in The Southern Agriculturist as 
|\follows: 

/ “I think Bermuda grass will grow well 
|on the type of solb you seem to have. Of 
(course it grows best on land of fair fer- 
(tility, though {ft will ‘rustle’ about as 
| well as any grass J have ever seen and 
Often makes a satisfactory growth on 
solls where every other grass tried has 
been an absolute failure. The writer 
‘would prefer to put Bermuda ghass on 
| Washing lands that are to be kept for 
permanent pasture. This grass is only 
valuable for grazing for six to eight 
‘months of the year, and is of no service 
during the winter. It does not come on 
\as early in the spring as some other 
,Srass. Land of the character you possess 
Will probably grow tall oat grass for hay 
‘and orchard grass for grazing. If these 
two fail, Bermuda !s by all odds the best 
grass you can use in their place. Bermu- 
da grass is rather hard to eradicate and 
it spreads to some extent. though If the 
edges of the fleld are cultivated or any 
care taken It can be kept under control. 
;Jt can be eradicated by plowing shallow 
ifn the fall so that freezes of winter will 
‘act on the roots. Follow this treatment 
up with a crop of cowpeas, which smoth- 
(ers out the grass. If smother crop is 
fused for two or three years 
‘can be completely eradicated. Rermuda 
ike any grass, tends to enrich the soil 
because it prevents soll washing, and then 
, the large number of roots and leaves 


‘that decay add to the available supply of | 


nitrogen in the soll. 
“Stands of Bermuda grasge have been 
obtained from seeding with more suc- 


cers on recent years than formerly, though | 


a very large number of failures are re- 
corded from seeding at the present time. 
|The seed is also rather expensive and 5 
‘to & pounds per acre should. be 
You might try some seed, however, and 
{ff it does grow you will get a fairly good 
istand the first season. Bermuda can be 
‘established from the roots which can he 
iset when they are dormant early in 
‘March and it willl make a perfect

‘put di.wn thick enough. One of the cheap- 
est ways Is to run the sets through a 
icuttings box and scatter from the back 
\of a wagon uniformiy over the ground, 
and press into the soil with a roller.

‘sale were of good quality, but some of 
that we have tried has fafled to germi- 
nate, and we have not had very good

your conditions it would be advisable to 
ltry a small amount of the seed and if it 
idoes well you can enlarge your plantings 
ilater on. It is now getting pretty late 
ito sow Bermuda, because {ft takes {t from 
isixty to ninety days to germinate, and 
cold weather wil!t then be approaching 
and the grass’ will probably not have 
‘made enough growth to stand the win- 
iter.

_gmall-seeded variety may not necessarily 
| be a large yielder of Hnt. It is quite 

plain that where it takes 1.500 pounds 
‘of one variety to net 500 pounds of lint, 
‘that it will cost more to gather a given 
‘value of lint and seed than it witl fn the 

case of a variety of which 1,200 pounds 
‘of cotton will make 500 pounds of lint. 

But you must consider also that the 
‘emall-seeded varieties aro usually small- 

bolled varieties, and it requires longer 

time to pick a bale of cotton of a variety 
‘having smal) bolls than it does of a 
variety having large bolls. I think if

APPLER OAT AND MAY OAT. 

M. W. M., Brookhaven, 
tell me what is the difference between 
ithe appler oat and what we call the May 
jout here. The, May oat is an early va- 
‘Tiety, being ready to cut from the 15th 
_to 20th of May. It has heavy stalk and 
\foliage, but the heads are not so heavy 
‘as the red oat. It is also rust proof. It 
/will grow 6 to 10 inches taller than the 


'red oat when planted side by side. I see 
‘that you advocate planting oats in open | 


|furrows, which I think is a good plan 
(although TI have never tried it) on up- 
‘land, but would hardly do on low bottom 
jland. They would be likely to drown out 
jin rainy weather. I have been thinking of 
|\planting my oats with a two-horse corn 
| planter, closing the drills up to 30 or 32 
inches apart, going over the land once. 
_then turn back, straddle the row and go 
‘over it again, thereby getting the drills 
15 or 16 inches apart, then put on tPe 
ifertilizer attachment and drill fertilizer 
between each row of oats, 500 or 600 
(pounds per acre. What fs your opinion? 

| Answer—The Appler oat is a close se 
‘lection from the original red rust proof 
/oat sometimes called the “Texas red rust 
proof.” This selection was made twenty 
‘yeafs ago by a careful farmer, since 
|dead, and I got seed of him about four- 
‘teen years ago and have kept them pure 
isince. His name was Appler, and I named 
ithe oat for him. The oat that you cal] 
| the May oat is probably best known as 
ithe ‘‘Burt oat,”’ which we also have. I do 
‘not consider that fhe Burt oat has any 
‘material advantage over the rust proof in 
‘its earliness. It will ripen a few days 
earlier, but will not make near so many 
|Ooats as the Appler, as I have repeatedly 
found by actual experiment. Indeed the 
'Appler oat, planted side by side with the 
|Burt oat, has invariably made 15 per 
icent to 25 per cent more, with only a few 
l\days difference in ripening. In regard 
ito the open furrow system of planting 
loats in bottom land I have never tried 
jit on any very low, level wet bottoms, 
| therefore I cannot say from experience 


‘how it will do. But I would not be afraid | 


Ito risk it on any bottoms that I know of. 
‘I do not know that there is any serious 
‘objection to your plan except that I pre- 
ifer to put at least a part, [if .not all. the 
‘fertilizer in the furrow with the oat seed.

Need of More Precautions Against 
Accidents. 


(From the Providence Journal.) 
There must be a screw loose in American 
These 
disasters do not merely “happen.” 
In few cases can they be regarded as un- 
avoidable, humanly = speaking. Where 
does the trouble lie? Thg question is one 
of the utmost practical interest for rall- 
way managers no less than the traveling 
public. Looking at it from the lowest 
point of view, the loss of human life is 
costly. Damage suits soon eat up divi- 
dends. If it be said the *proportion of 
railway accidents ts less than it was once, 
when the increasing volume of traffic is 
considered, it must none the less be borne 
‘in mind that the obvious causes of accl- 
‘dent are also fewer. On al) the leading 
lines, at least, block signals have been 
installed, grade crossings have been in 
large measure eliminated, better rolling 
istock has been’ built, heavier ralls laid. 
‘a more solidly ballasted roadbed provided.

|terprising in many ways; but in this one 
essential respect they fall far below Eng- 

‘glish, or in fact most European, lines. 
|What is the reason? 
| The recent Tennessee collision was on a 
|Single-track Hne; and it might be argued 
(from this that a similar fatality could not 
,oceur on one of the great trunk lines, 
'with two or even four tracks, and ample 
‘provision for the safe passage of traffic 
of every sort. Yet costly blunders are re 
ported even there. Only the other das 
a special train carrying a director of the 
road ran into an engine that had got in 
‘the way at the wrong moment; and an- 
Other train on which the president w: 
‘traveling escaped serious accident by the 
fact that it was running very siow. One 
or two such occurrences might be count- 
ed as simply that proportion of misfort- 
une which somehow attends all human af- 
fairs: but they are not occasional; they 
‘are being continually reported; and for 
‘one fatal disaster, with scores of dead 
ior injured, which startles the community, 
(there are hundreds of petty catastrophes, 
‘all: more or less implying inexcusable 
‘carelessness somewhere. If the fault is 
lin the men, then greater care should be 
‘exercised in the selection af employees; 
if it is in the system. then a change of 
‘methods cannot be too soon devised. Tt 
‘fs absurd to suppose that American rall- 
/Way managers are Incompetent to solve 
ithe problem. 

Some light has been thrown upon 
problem, indeed, by a series of articles in 
‘The Reader, by Mr. Francis Lynde, who 
thas had some practical experience and 
'who has discussed intelligently and 
i didly various features of railway manage- 
‘ment, In his concluding article in the 
current issue he does not admit that a 
_higher measure of safet¥ is impossible; 
he believes that an aroused pubiic senti- 
iment would compel it. Little can be ex- 
pected, he thinks, so long as this press- 
iure from without is lacking That may 
be regarded as a rather melancholy con- 
‘clusion; vet it not justified by hur- 
dreds of instances? It is not in railwey 
‘management alone that a reckless d!s- 
/regard of the chances of danger is show? 
‘Men engaged in extra-hazardous occupa- 
tlons almoet always become oblivious tv 
peril; and the law has again and again 
had to lay down stringent prohibitions in 
their case. 

But railway managers can diminish the 
number of accidents, says Mr. Lynde, by 
a few practical precautions. Care in the 
selection of employees, the proper train- 
ing of those selected, fit hours of work. 
not too iong, and pensions for faithful 
service; strict care of the rolling stock 
‘and evervthing connected with it. and 
‘prompt repairs When needed; the adoptiou 
of all practicahle safety appliances wit) 
out the compulsion of law—these are 
some of the things he mentions. It is 
clear that they are not always regarded 
as important by the men who operate 
our railways. Yet in a business where 
thougands of lives are daily at stake no 
precaution can be too great or too smail. 
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Take the Erie Railroad East.
